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the time. Many of the themes of these trials are similar, 
but they are also very different in detail and definition. 
Both religions expect the nation of believers to be the 
final victors, but the Christian believes that these are 
defined as the believers in the Gospel of the New Tes- 
tament and in Christ as ‘the Savior’ and ‘the Incarna- 
tion’ of God, whilst the Muslim kn ows that it refers to 
those who believe in the pure monotheism entailed in 
submission to the One and Only True God. 

The return of Jesus is preceded in both religions by 
signs, again similar in general description, but subtly 
different in detail. Both religions teach that the return 
of Jesus will be preceded by a great and powerful figure 
of falsehood and temptation, called the Maseeh ad- 
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
